Eligibility for benefits is based 
on an insured status. Insured 
status depends upon the amount of 
work done under the Old- Age and 
Survivers Insurance system and 
upon date of birth. 

To ‘be insured, a person born 
prior to July 1, 1889, needs as 
little as 1% years of covered em-

y farmer reporting on an ac- 
erual basis must report his aetual 
net income. If a farmer uses the 
actual net method and the income 
' is less than $400, no tax is paid 
' and he receives no coverage for 
that year. 

Income from farm _ operations 

only should be reported and not 
from sources not attributable to 
_the farm. The optional reporting 
| “of income pertains to social secur- 
_ ity reporting only and in no way 
affects reporting for income tax 
or other tax purposes, 

The self-employment income re- 
ports for social security will be 
made on Schedule C of Form 1040 
and will be a part of the regular 
tax report filed in 1956 with the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue. 

Farm operators must keep rec- 
ords of their farm operations for 
use in preparing social security ! 
tax returns for taxable earnings | 
beginning January 1, 1955. It 
will be necessary to compute total 
income, cost of materials used in 
farm operations, interest, taxes, 
depreciation of farm equipment, 
and the resulting net income for 
the taxable year. 

For those farmers who already 


not adequate for the task of pre- 
paring} these returns. ° 2 

An added esponsibility for 
farmers is that of keeping an ac- 
curate record of the employees 
hired, a record of each worker’s 
name, social security number, and 
the wages paid each employee. 
This applies also to the farm labor 
contractor and is highly import- 
ant since proper crediting of wages 
can only be accomplished by use of 
the correct: name and social secur- 
ity account number as shown on 
the social security account num- 
ber card. 

Every employer should insist 
upon seeing each employee’s social 
security card as this is the only 
practical method to obtain com- 
plete and correct reporting infor- 
mation. Wages earned are report- 
ed to the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue, accompanied by the correct 
arount of social security tax, and 
these wages are credited under the 
social security account number 
shown on the tax, return. 


Farm operators, as well as farm 


hands, must have a social se- 
curity card. All social security | 
records are confidential. Persons | 


who do not have a social security 
eard, should apply for one at the 
nearest social security office or 
post office.

Some of his -funeral sermons 


were printed in the newspaper, 
e.g. that for W. P. Bartlett and 
that for Harry C, Carr, in the same 
year, 1929. He had, in 1902, at 
the request of Mrs. .McKinney, the 
mother, conducted the funeral 
service of Jim McKinney, the mur- 
derer, who had been killed by of- 
ficers of the law in Bakersfield. 
This was not an easy task; we 
said: “It was my business to help 
the bereaved mother and his 
brothers in what to them was a 
time of even greater sorrow than 
in an ordinary death, and to ren- 
der the service in such a, manner 
that some hint from the words 
spoken might convey the idea that 
the way of the transgressor is 
hard.” He knew what the way 
of Jim McKinney had been; when 
he first saw him, Jim’ was sitting 
as armed guard at the head-gate 
of the Pioneer water ditch (as Mr.

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“The best way to use corn stalks 
for protection of young citrus 
trees is to surround the trunk of 
the tree completely and tie the 
statks securely, according to Farm 
Advisor Karl W. Opitz.
